quarters to make way for im- 
provement of Flagler Memorial 
Bridge. Right of way appraisals, 
the commission said, . showed -that 
$18,000 was in order to move the 
building and $22,000 was set as the 
price if the Chamber building .was 
demolished and a new one con- 
structed. 

The Statė Road Department, the 
commission said; allowed the 
Chamber the $22,000 figure set for 
demolition, but the Chamber elect- 
ed to move the building instead. 

The new stte, made available’ 
by the City, of West Palm Bach 
needs $5,400 worth of improv- 
ments before the building can bé 
put into place. The Chamber ask- 
èd the county to foot the bill, since 
the State Road Department saia 
the issue is closed as far .as its 
concerned. 

The commission this week vot- 
ed to refer the matter to its legal 
department to determine if some 
arrangements can be made to co- 
operate with the Chamber of Com- 
mefce in completing the move. 

A fund of $300,000 was set up 
this week to finance ‘preliminary 
construction of a new airport 
terminal at International Airport 

The money will ‘be. transferred 
from present county funds: and 
will be replaced when terminal 
bond issue money is made avail- 
able. 

Preliminary work which the 
commission authorized is con- 
struction on the terminal. 

In other airport actions the 
board: z 

Authorized the .county airport 
committee to interview a'number 
of firms in an effort to find an 
organization to act as the coun- 
ty’s agent in negotiating leases 
for space in the new terminal. 

Authorized the county engineer 
to apply for Federal aid for east- 
west runway -improvements at 
Lantana Airport, a’ preject that 
will cost an estimated $51,400 of 
which the. county will: pay half 
the cost. 

Authorized a budget transfer of 
$12,000 from the airport funds to 
Pay for police service at Palm 
Beach International Airport. Re- 
sponsibility’ for Policing the air- 
port was turned over to the Sher- 
iff's Department_last week.
